Students pay more at UBC 



VANCOUVER(CUP)— Most stud- 
ents In residence at the University 
of British Columbia face an 18*6 
per cent food price increase next 
September, according to housing 
administration documents* 

Brian Dougherty, Gage resid- 
ences committee, said the admin- 
istration wants students to pay 
more rent to reduce an accum- 
ulated operating deficit and catch 
up to Inflation. 

He said residence committee 
members have calculated resid- 
ence students will have to pay at 
least $29 extra to m«et the admin- 
istration's attempt to reduce its 



operating deficit. 

Money gained through rent 
incfeases would be used to reduce 
an operating deficit of $168,911 
this year to $66,550 next year* 

But student Board of Gover- 
nors member SvendRoblnson,sald 
the 10.6 per cent increase will con- 
travene the B.C. Landlord and 

Tenant Act, which restricts rent 
increases to 10.6 per cent* The 
board will vote on the Joint comm- 
ittee's recommendations at a 
meeting In late February. 

The projected rent increases 
are more than double last year's 
7.2 per cent Increase. 

Dougherty said the allied food

price Increases are also Intended 
to accomodate rising costs* but at 
least one plan for the additional 
money Is to renovate the Place 
Vanler dining room to make it 
more attractive to summer con- 
vention customers* But he added 
11 the cost will have to be borne 

by students." 

Dougherty said he couldn't 
give specific figures about pro- 
posed food price Increases but 
said they would be "over 20 per 
cent/' Current residence meal 
ticket prices cost $2.01 a day. 

Robinson said he believes the 
university administration cannot 
claim it is a non-profit organ- 
ization and therefore is not exempt 
from the Landlord and Tenant Act* 

However, Dougherty said he 
thinks the UBC administration can 
appeal to rentalsmanBarrie Clark 
to increase the rents beyond 10.6 
per cent because residences are 
currently losing more than $100, 
000 a year. 

Robinson also said he plans to 
ask the board to support a request 
for government-subsidized resid- 
ence room and board* 

Dougherty said he is satisfied 
that housing costs are rising and 
a substantial rent increase is 
justified but said 11 we haven't been 
able to find what thespeclflcs are." 
He said the large scale financial 
breakdowns received by the com- 
mittee don't show possible waste 
and inefficiency in the residence 
operation* 

The budget figures show the bulk 
of residence ftinds are being used 
to pay mortgages, at $1,277,934 
this year*. The mortgage repay- 
ment figure which counts for aobut 
50 per cent of this years $2,029, 
636 operating budget, won't Incre- 
ase next year. 



Outraged students disrupted the 
7th regular meeting of Senate at 
Laurentian University raising vlg- 
ourous objections to the Univer- 
sity's arbitrary decision to Inc- 
rease residence fees. 

The protest was In response 
to the announcement by the Univ- 
ersity's Director ofServices,T*L. 
Hennessey, that an Increaseofl5% 
In fees would be In effect for the 
next academic year. This fncr ease 
would push some residence fees up 
as high as $810.00 an Increase of 
$110.00. 

Members of Senate were caught 
off guard by the students presence 
and unsuccessfully attempted to 
pass the matter off* The motion 
to suspend the agenda in order to 
have the fees Increase discussed 
was carried by a slim marginof 
2 votes. 

Student leaders termed«the 
University's policy of increasing 
the residence fees, In view of the 
fact that there was no Increase 
in student awards, nothing short 



of Irresponsible. They were high- 
ly critical of the fact, that, opinion 
of the student representatives on 
the advisory committee struck by 
Senate to study the matter were 
ignore d by the Director of Ser- 
vices. The students on this comm- 
ittee had registered strong object- 
ions to the Increase, atthecomm- 
ittee's first and only meeting. 

Senate, after some pressuring, 
requested that Hennessey call the 
committee and have a report pre- 
pared for aspecial meeting of Sen- 
ate which will fully study the res- 
idence fee increases and the aff- 
ect and Implications of the hike 
upon the students. 

A new committee, which will 
re-examine the facts , was formed. 
It will consist of three more mem- 
bers of administration and three 
more students* The students are 
John Ilasse, Louis Corbeil and 
Richard Wilson. 

The students were not fully 
satisfied, but felt that the proposed 
meeting would be a better place 
to register their complaints. 



Below Is a text of a letter read 
by student leaders at the Senate 

meeting. 

We, the students of Laurentian University, rigidly protest the 
increase In Residence Fees. We view It as excessive and dis- 
criminatory. This kind of policy falls short of the students' 
expectations of this university. 

Therefore, we will not accept any increase In residence foes 
or any decrease in student services. If the increase is Inst- 
ituted we are not coming back. We will also urge prospective 
students not to attend this university. 

Any diversion from this demand we will find unacceptable. We 
demand that an immediate decision be taken.

Since tornados build on very 
small twisting air masses, the 
scientists speculate that the vor- 
tex created by the 26. million cars 
in North America may sufficient- 
ly strengthen existing atmospheric 
tendencies enough to cause a ca- 
tastrophe. 

The scientists say that "motor 
vehicles are the only man made 
source of non-random vorticity 
(rotating air masses) we know." 
To support their theory, they point 
out that the frequency of tornados 
on a Saturday, when traffic Is 
down, is 14 per cent below the 
average. 

"From our findings we provi- 
sionally assign an increase In re- 
ported U.S. tornados to vortaclty 

pollution by motor vehicles/' they 
conclude.

appear to be Intimidating their 
male colleagues to dump theirs* 
Detractors of the button claim 
that the "Why Not" could be 
taken as an Invitation to some- 
thing other than ecpiality of status. 

Campagnolo said the button 
could be taken as having a "sex- 
ual connotation/' 

Holt suggested that the health 
minister may have been misled 
endorsing the button because of 
the number of women in his 
offlce/'Hc's got an office full 
of surrogate wives and I guess 
he thinks that's being liberated" 
she said. 

Lalonde has been visiting the 
Northwest Territories distribut- 
ing buttons and was unavailable 
for comment* 

When contacted back in her 
Vancouver constituency office Jan. 
27, Holt said she was opposed 
to the advertising slogan and was 
totally against continuing with 
the advertising agency which is 
running the campaign* 

"An agency that fs as insens- 
itive as they are by putting out 
the button and not even paying 
attention to women plcketers 
who demonstrated In front of their 
offices against the campaign 
shouldn't be kept on," she said. 
"! think the slogan is degrading 
and sexist in Innuendo, It's 
absolutely bad, I'm not a wild- 
eyed feminist and I fought my 
battles in the Journalism ind- 
ustry, which Is the most chauv- 
inist of alt, but I'm still against 
it." She said she complained to 
Lalonde along with several oth- 
er women MP's and had made it 
quite clear to the men In the 
caucus why they object to the 
slogan. 

She said, however, that Lalonde 
told her he is committed to the 
ad agency and can't change now* 
When she reached her office In 
Vancouver yesterday she found 
a largo cardboard blow-up of 
the slogan which was meant to 
hang in her office, Stic promptly 
sent It back to Lalonde. 

"It's absolutely stupid, how 
negative can you get," she said.

OTTAWA - Information that will 
enable legislators and educational 
authorities to gauge students' 
needs for funds and their desires 
regarding various courses of study 
is the objective of a new Statis- 
tics Canada survey. 

A mail-in questionnaire now Is 
being sent to 70,000 university 
and community college students 
across the country. They repre- 
sent a mathematically selected 
sample of 10 per cent of the post- 
secondary student population. 

The last similar survey ofpost- 
secondary students was made In 
19G8. As then, the new survey 
seeks to determine from the stu- 
dents themselves how their stu- 
dies are financed and what their 
study and career aspirations are* 

The new survey also covers 



part-time students who are 
increasing In numbers. Only toll- 
time students are at present eli- 
gible for loans under the Canada 
Student Loan Plan* 

Other questions for which the 
survey seeks answers are such 
ones as "why do students attend 
a particular type of post-second- 
ary Institution?" and "why are 
certain types of programs select- 
ed as opposed to others?" 

Still other questions seek to es- 
tablish the reasons why students 
move from their home province 
to another in order to pursue 
their post-secondary education. 
Statistics Canada expects to be 
able to publish the results, avail- 
able to all, in the fall which will 
be nseftjl to students, university 

administrators and provincial go- 
vernments.

corporated into Cambrian as their 
Division of Health Sciences.

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Dangers of Biology 



{Why it's not nice to fool Mother Nature) 



The potential for zdsustc- of knowledge has always been night- 
marish. But with the recent developments in genetics, the threat 
of disaster has never been so real. 

In fact, for the first time in the history of modern science, re- 
search workers concerned with molecular biology have called a halt 
to their studies for fear of the consequences. 

And for the first time scientists are questioning their common, 
and generally unspoken assumption, that the acquisition of knowledge 
is always an absolute good, requiring no justification or ethical 

sanction. 

More than 200 eminent scientists recently concluded an urgent 
conference at Davos, Switzerland, on the immediate dangers and 
projected future benefits of genetic engineering. 

Researchers have realized that their latest achievement— the 
cracking of genetic codes has opened the way to the designing of 
new bacteria which are potentially more dangerous to mankind than 

the atomic bomb. 

In 1953 at Cambridge Universtiy, Dr. James Watson and Dr. Francis 
Crick discovered that the pattern of all life forms is determined 
by a double-helical molecule of deoxyribonucleic acid (DNA) . 
Genes are molecules of DNA, units of heredity. 

Since then scientists have found ways of cutting the long molecules 
into shorter pieces and recombining them. These splicings are then 
incorporated into bacteria to create new microorganisms whose 
potential for causing disease in plants, animals and man is yet un- 
known* _ 

in 1969 when three biologists at Harvard Medical School announced 

to the world they had suceeded in isolating a pure gene from a 
bacterium, it was not without some misgivings. Although they felt 
their discovery could be used to cure such hereditary diseases as 
hemophilia, they warned of the dangers of government misuse of the 
technique. They feared they were unleashing on the world the 
same kind of mixed blessing as nuclear power. 

They were not alone in their fears. Soon after the announcement 
Maurice Wilkins, 1963 winner of the Nobel Prize for medicine, warned 
that the isolation of the gene could lead to the development of a 
major germ weapon. "It is the kind of thing you cannot trust society 
with," he said. 

Again in 1972, Australian microbiologist, and Nobel laureate Sir 
MacFarlane Burnet said he would, if he could, stop all experimental 
efforts to manipulate the grmes of viruses that inflict grave ill- 
ness or death in people. The danger, he said, was the inadvertent 
creation ir} the laboratory of sub-species of a devasting virus 
against which humans would have no immunological defences. 
"The possibility for good in these experiments are trivial improve- 
ments in vaccines, and not worth the risk, "Burnet said. 

Despite the past warnings from scientists in the field, it was not 
until this summer that some kind of positive action was taken to look 
seriously at the potential consequences of genetic engineering. 

In July of this year, 11 American researcher, including Watson, 
declared they were halting certain experiments in genetic manipulation 
of bacteria. Their reason: if they do not stop they may accidentia 
loose upon the world new forms of life— semisynthetic organisms that, 
could cause epidemics, resist control by antibiotics and perhaps 
increase the iz tidence of cancer.

In a letter publishes in Science magazine 
(the magazine of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science) and in Nature, the 
British couterpart, they urged colleagues around 
the world to stop experimentation with bacteria 
whose biological properties can not be predict- 
ed in advance* 

The group, chaired by Paul Berg, chairman 
of the Stanford University department of bioche- 
mistry, is buying time to consider hazards before 
rapidly developing research grows too large to be 
controlled. 

According to Berg, the embargo is "the first 
I know of in our field. It is also the first 
time I know of that ayone has had to stop and 
think about an experiment in terms of its social 
impact and potential hazard." 

Many are unoptimistic about the embargo 
holding. One National Institute of Health (U.S.) 
scientist says, "Anyone who wants will go ahead 
and do it." Although, he adds, the technique 
requires a moderate degree of sophistication 
at the present,, it will be a "highschool project 
in a couple of years." 

Others are uncertain whether the ban. will 
be observed by countries interested in the new 
techniques 9 s considerable potential in biological 
warfare. For example, many millions of dollars 
were invested at the U.S. Army's biological 
laboratory at Fort De trick, Maryland in trying 
to improve on the lethality of viruses and bacteria 

harmful to man. 

Controversy already surrounds every proposal 
put forth at the conference in Switzerland. 

Scientists at the University of British Columbia 
have gone ahead in the application of genetics 
to the management of insect pests, offering 
benefits to agricultural and public health care. 
Their colleagues at Sussex University in Britain 
have developed new strains of nitrogen- producing 

bacteria that could cut down the need for fertilizer 

Industry is attracted by the prospects of 
new processes for the synthetic production 
of drugs, such as insulin. 

Yet if some of the fast-producing deadly 
organisms were to escape from the laboratory 
in the course of experiments they could produce 
Plagues that would make the Black Death of 
medieval Europe look trite, for there would be 
little hope for control. 

And dangerous materials have been known to 
escape from laboratories. Only recently, 
smallpox escaped from Porton Down, Britain's 
top security laboratory concerned with 
micro-biological research. 

Although the problems are comparable to those 
associated with nuclear fallout, in that 
it effects everyone, John Kendrew, deputy 
director of the British Medical Research 
Council's Laboratory of Molecular Biology, 
thinks it's worse. 

"...in my opinion our present problem is 
even more difficult. For early nuclear research 
was contained within a govermental military frame- 
work while gene transfer can be done by compe- 
tent people in any lab at any place. And for 
some of the work to be carried out behind a

cloak of military or commercial secrecy would 
be doubly dangerous." 

Scientific progress has always been erratic* 
t seems it has been impossible for us to protect 
ourselves from the changes. The different 
developments are uncontrolled" there is no master 
plan, guiding the research. It is as if science 
has been waging guerilla warfare against society- 
small teams of wen, each working on its own 
biological bomb. 

Now many scientists would like to see the 
establishment, through the forth-coming world 
conference on genetic engineering/ early next 
year, of an authoritative international body 
to advise specialists on aspects of research 
in Lhe field that should be avoided. 

Perhaps scientists have finally stopped 
regarding their subject as a curiosity and 
started treating is as the most potent force 
of our world. With some luck we may even 
be better prepared for the coming of the 
"biological age" than we were for the "nuclear 

age."

Next a grip strength 
for both left and right hands are 
measured on a kilogram scale. 
Following that electrodes are 
placed on various parts of your 
torso. While you are cycling for 
approximately five to six minutes 
your heart beat is registered on 
the Electro- Cardiograph. From 
all the information compiled Jo- 
Anne can either prepare a runn- 
ing or swimming program suited 
to your personal needs. Unfor- 
tunately, the equipment is applica- 
ble only to people of the age of

In the wake of Hurricane FIFI, 
World University Service of Ca- 
nada is appealing to Canadian 
colleges and universities to raise 
funds tn support of a World Uni- 
versity Service of Honduras re- 
construction project to help some 
of the 350,000 hurricane victims, 

The project will provide 100 
houses; 2 wells of drinking water; 
100 sewing machines for cottage 
industry; GOO army cots for the 
homeless; and 50 sets of camping 
equipment for student relief wor- 
kers. * 

To support this appeal World 
University Service of Canada has 
produced a sound slide show de^ 
plcting life in Honduras both be- 
fore and after this September's 
Hurricane FIFI. Gale Forcewinds 
and torrential rains brought se- 
vere flooding and wide-scale des- 
truction roughly estimated at 
1G,000 dead; 30,000 isolated or 
missing; 10,000 homeless and 80, 
000 homes destroyed. University 
of Honduras personnel have each 
donated one day's pay for the vic- 
tims in co-operation with the Na- 
tional Emergency Committee.
